The Georgian Said to Hold the Balance 
of Power 


ON THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMIPTEE 


And His Vote Will Decide the Indi- 
vidual Income Tax. 


BOTH SIDES ARE WORKING ON HIM. 


Speaker Crisp Desires the Tariff Bill 
Bushed Through the House—Other 
Washington News. 


Washington, December 25.—(Special.)—The 
Post of this morning, in commenting on 
the division of the ways and means com- 
mittee on the income tax says Mr. Turner, 
of Georgia, is the balance of power. ‘“‘The 
committee,”’ it says, ‘stands five to five, 
and if he comes down on the income tax 
side of the fence, it will be reported to the 
house. The administration influences are 
pulling him one way and his home constit- 
uency is pulling the other. The interest 
now centers on which will have the strong- 
est pull.’’ 

Mr. Turner’s southern friends hope to see 
him vote for an individual income tax, as 
his vote will make the committee report 
that way. Much depends on him. 

Speaker Crisp is very much interested in 
Fusiing the tariff bill through the house. 
He is opposed to long debates on it and 
has urged Mr. Wilson and other members 
of the ways and means committee to hold 
deoate down to the narrowest limit. The 
Speaker wants the nouse to pasg the bill and 
send it to the senate-by or before the 25th 
of January. There may be some amend- 
ments to the bill by the democratic caucus, 
particularly in the sugar schedule, but no 
amendments not adopted in the caucus 
stand much chance of being put on by the 
house. The republicans will not aid the 
democrats who wan: to protect special in- 
terests, unléss the same democrats aid them 
in the tin and wool schedules. This means 
there can be no combination between dem- 
Ocrats and republicans, but the senate may 
make some material amendments.

Speaker Crisp and family spent Christmas 
very quietly in their apartments at the 
Metropolitan hotel. Among the presents re- 
ceived by the speaker was one from the 
Chinese minister. It was a roll of heavy

‘There must have been fully 1,000 
presents delivered at the white house by 
express and ofperwise this morning. They 
Were Stacked abvut in the halls and all 
available space in the great old mansion. 
Nine-tenths of them will be sent to the 
orphan asylums and children’s hontes about 
Washington during the next few days. 

It is probable that the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland, with their children, will go over 
to Lakewoed tomorrow for several days. 
They will, however, be back in Washing- 
ton in time for the New Year’s reception at 
the white house. 

As the Presbyterian church did not have 
Christmas services, none of the wh:te house 
family went to church. The president and 
Mrs. Cleveland took advantage of the bright 
weather about noon and drove about the 
city in the white house landau. 

This afternoon little Margaret Bissell, 
daughter of the postmaster general, had a 
Christmas tree, at which Mrs. Cleveland, 
with Ruth and Esther; Mrs. Carlisle and 
the youthful members of her family; Mrs. 
Thurber and the various cabinet women 
and children were present. All of the at- 
taches of the executive mansion were re- 
memberd by the president, most of them 
receiving turkeys, and those of longest ser- 
vice getting arfces of more permanent use. 
Secretary and Mrs. Gresham had their 
Christmas dinner at the Arlington. Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Lamont had a Christmas 
tree for their little ones. Secretary Morton 
and daughter entertained a number of fam- 
ily guests, who came from a distance.

AN IMPORTANT SUBJECT

To Be Considered by the Committee 
on Appropriations. 
Washington, December 25.—A_ subject 
which will receive some consideration at 
the hands of the committee on appropria- 
tions of the house at this session of the 
house, is embodied in the bill introduced by 
Representative Sayers, its chairman, en- 
titled a bill ‘“‘to repeal certain laws relating 
to permanent and indefinite appropria- 
tions.’’ Bills having this object in view 
have appeared perennially during the past 
seven years, but for various reasons they 
have failed of enactment. The object of 
repealing these permanent appropriations 
and having congrss pass upon the matters 
covered by them each year is that it will 
conduce to a more thorough. and careful 
examination of terms of appropriation 
than is obtained under the present system 
by which the accounts are credited and 
passed upon by the accounting officers, and 
where no opportunity is left for scrutiny by 
congressional committees. At the same 
time objection is made against the changes 
proposed by the bill because of the injustice 
that would result to claimants entitled to 
amounts paid them under .the present sys- 
tem without recourse to specific .congre» 
sional legislation.The bill now before the 
committee includes in its provisions the 
various laws therein specified, including the 
sinking fund and others—the appropriationr 
under which amount to many millions of 
dollars roughly estimated at about one- 
third of the total annual permanent ap- 
propriations. The total annual permanent 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1894 were 
$113,444,680, and the estimates for 18¥5 $101,- 
074,680. The committee has referred the bill 
to Secretary Carlisle for his views on the 
changes proposed by it and the several ac- 
counting officers of the department will be 
asked to submit their opinions before any 
recommendation is made in the matter by 

-the secretary. 

Ten years ago, Secretary Manning, in a 
communication to congress on this subject 
expressed the opinion that while the gen- 
eral features of the bill appeared to be such 
as ought to receive the sanction of the de- 
partment, he was confronted with such a 
diversity of opinion on the part of the ac- 
counting officers regarding the enactment 
of the law in the form there presented that 
he felt reluctant to advance any views other 
than to say that the general proposition to 
submit specific or annual appropriations 
for those of a permanent or indefinite na- 
ture met with his approval. 

The tnatter was brought to the attention 
of the department officially again in 1888, 
and its opinion requested on the changes 
proposed. It appears, however, from the 
records, that no opinion was expressed at 
that time, Acting Secretary Thompson 
merely transmitting the reports of the 
reveral accounting officers on the bill, and 
a statement of expénditures called for. 

Again in 1890 the matter was referred to 
the treasury department ard Secretary 
Windom wrote a letter in which he said 
an.examination of the law, under whteh 


such appropriations were previded, elicited 
the fact that the large portion of the indef- 
inite appropriations should stand without 
repeal on the principle of economy and dis- 
patch in the work of the government as 
now performed, as well as the equity ‘to 
claimants to relieve them of the hardships 
of awaiting annual appropriations by con- 
gress in many instances of money belong- 
ing to them, but covered in the treasury 
of the United States as miscellaneous re- 
ports, which should be paid on demand. 
Moreover, he said, a law of a general char- 
acter repealing these appropriations ,and 
naming the exceptions was inadvisable. 
Any such law should name specially the 
appropriations to be repealed.

“I may say,” said Dr. Emmett, “that Mr.

Asked if che fede-ution would get up a 
fund for th2 :victed tenuats in Jrelund, 
Dr. Emmett said: ‘No, the federation was 
not formed for that purpose. 'he people of 
Ireland will nave to support them.” 

“The federation of America was orga- 
nized to support the parliamentary party, a 
number of whom are young men, who eould 
not remain in partament without aseis- 
tance. We will try and collect as much 
money for them as we can, and if there is 
a balance over it will be given for the 
evicted. It takes $150,000 a year to support 
our members of parliament. We have over 
100 branches in the United States, seventy 
or seventy-five in Massachusetts; New York 
is rather backward, there being only about 
twenty branches here.” 


MEINEKE’S CHRISTMAS GIFT. 


Emmett 


Governor Jones Pardons a German in 
the Alnbama Penitentiary. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 25.—Govern- 
or Jones today pardoned Charles Meineke, 
a German, who has for seventeen years 
been a convict in the state penitentiary. 
He was convicted of the murder of an old 
man—Albert Lyons, cf Russell county, Ala- 
bama, Lyons was shot while going to a well 
for some water after dark one night. 
Meineke, who could scarcely understand 
English and who had just come over to 
this country, was employed by Lyons as a 
farm hand. He was suspected, tried and 
convicted of the murder. He pleaded inno- 
cence and claimed that Lyons’s wife, who 
was young and dashing, had offered him 
a large sum to murder her husband so that 
she might get the money he possesed, which 
was considerable. He claimed that he had 
declined the proposition but was neverthe- 
less convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. For the past two years the 
German citizens of this séction of the 
state have been working on Governor Jones 
with the result that he was today released. 

Frank O’Brien, of this city, has been 
largely instrumental in securing his pardon 
and today the German citizens presented 
him with a solid silver water service in 
appreciation of his kindly efforts. 


THEY ARE ON A HUNT 


And ,Telegrams Received Indicated 
That They Had Been Poisoned. 
Columbia, 8. C., December 25.—(Special.)— 
It has been reported here that Superin- 
tendent McBee, of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, and party, including Senator Butler, 
had been poisoned. This arose from the re- 
eeipt of a telegram here from Major H. A. 
Richardson, to his son, telling him that 
all fhe party were sick at Garnett, on the 

Southbound road, and to come at once. 

Every effort has been made to ascertain 
the facts and from telegrams received it 
would appear that there is nothing in the 
report. One of these telegrams says that 
Messrs. McBee and Butler were out hunt- 
ing today.

Jacksonville, Fla., December  .25.—Hon. 
Wayne MacVeagh, of Pennsylvania, accom- 
panied by his wife and daughter and a par- 
ty of five other ladies and gentlemen, ar- 
rived in Jacksonville today and took rooms 
at the Windsor hotel. To your correspond- 
ent he said that the president of the United 
States could not have placed him in a posi- 
ion more to his personal liking than the 
Italian mission. ‘‘And I am much grati- 
fled,’”” he added, ‘‘and highly flattered at 
the prompt confirmation of my appoint- 
ment by the senate. I shall remain in 
Florida about two weeks and shall start 
for Rome about February I1st.”’

The Earthquake in Pennsylvania. 

Huntington, Pa., December 25.—A very 
perceptible shock of earthquake was felt 
in this section this morning between 3 and 
4 o’clock, lasting only a few seconds and 
apparently moving from southwest to 
northwest. The shock was sufHcient to 
awaken many persons from their slumbers. 

Bedford, Pa., December 25.—Reports from 
various parts of this county indicate that 
yesterday’s earthquake lasted eighteen or 
twenty seconds. In many places houses 
were shaken to such an extent as to seri- 
ously alarm the inmates. The shock ap- 
pears to have traveled in a southeasterly 
direction and was the most perceptible (o 
those persons who live’ near the mountains. 


The Bicycle Tournament. 

New York, December 25.—Records were 
Smashed this morning at the six day bi- 
cycle race at Madison square garden. The 
100-mile record, which was six hours and 
twenty minutes, and held by Arthur Robb, 
was breken by Van Emburge. He made the 
distance in five hours and thirty minutes, 
and Hosmer has broken the twelve hour 
record, which was 176 miles and seven laps, 
made by Prince in 1891.

A NAVAL BATTLE 


Expected Between the Nichtheroy and 
Mello’s Warships. 


ADMIRAL  MELLO'S LAST MOVE. 


He Sends Vessels to an Island of 
Convicts 


IN HIS CAUSE. 


TO ENLIST THEM 


Tre Nichtheroy Steams Up and Also 
Starts for the Island—A Great Battle 
Probable Between Them. 


Pernambuco, December 25.—(Copyrighted, 
1893, by The Associated Press.)—The situa- 
tion of affairs has very materially changed 
in this city within the last few hours. Until 
this morning Pernambuco believed that its 
harbor was to be the scene of the first big 
naval battle between the Republica, Admi- 
ral Mello’s best warship, and the Auqul- 
daban, her companion rebel ship, on the 
one side, and the Nictheroy, President 
Peixoto’s dynamite gum cruiser, on the 
other. This belief was amply justified by 
the report received a few days ago on ap- 
parently good authority that the Republica 
and the Aquidaban had. been seen off the 
Brazilian coast headed northward and ap- 
parently bound for Pernambuco, as if to 
take the Nictheroy by surprise and compel 
her to fight without a chance of putting to 
sea. by ' ‘a 
The news received here this morning 
changed the whole aspect of affairs. The 
rebel warships, it was then learned, were 
not on their way to Pernambuco, but, on 
the contrary, had sailed toward the moun- 
tainous and rugged island of Fernando de 
Noronha, where there is a large convict 
settlement. The island, despite its rugged- 
ness, possesses ccnsiderabie fertility and its 
several harbors, defended by forts, would 
enable Mello to make a vigorous resistance 
if attacked. The revolutionary admiral’s 
object in going to Fernando de Noronha, 
which is over 100 miles from the main coast 
of Brazil, is to ccmpel so many able-bodied 
convicts as he can find in the settlement 
to go aboard his vessels and join their 
crews. It is said that he expects to secure 
not less than 1,000 men in this way. 

Upon the receipt of the news aboard the 
Nictheroy there was great activity noticea- 
ble. Members of the crew were sent ashore 
in small boats to search through the town 
for such of the Nictheroy’s men as had 
been allowed to leave to land and to hurry 
them back to the ship. The commanding 
Officer of the Nictheroy had, apparently 
received full instructions as to how he 
should act in such an emergency and these 
instructions, it is believed, were to the ef- 
fect that if he became convinced that the 
report of the coming to Pernambuco of the 
itepublica and the Aquidaban proved to be 
untrue and that these vessels, instead of 
seeking, were evadinga fight, he should 
lose no further time, but put to sea at once 
and force them into a nayal contest for su- 
periority 

This view of the case proved to be cor- 
rect, for this afternoon, when all the men 
belonging to the Nichtheroy crew had been 
gotten aboard the government battleship, 
she weighed anchor, steamed out to sea 
and pointed her nose -for the northeast. 

The Associated Press correspondent is re- 


) liably informed that the Nichtheroy’s des- 


tination is the island of Fernando de Noron- 
ha. If this information is correct, the long 
expected sea battle between the revolution- 
ist and the government war vessels will, in 
a probability, be fought within a short 
ime.

Breckinridze’s Counsel Says There Is 
No Offer of Compromise, 
Washington, December 25.—The rumor to 
the effect that the suit of Miss Madeline 
V. Pollard against Representative Lreckin- 
ridge for 350,000 for breach of promise’ will 
be compromised and settled out of court, 
is not credited in this city. Enoch Totten, 
one of Mr. Breckinride’s attorneys, said: 
“I saw Mr. Breckinridge day before yes- 
terday and he said nothing to me of any 
settlement or, indeed, of any proposition 
on his part or on the part of Miss Pollard 
respecting a settlement. Had there been 
ary such proposition made I would cer- 
tainly have been informed of it. Hence [I 
cannot only say that I know nothing of it, 
but also that I aim very sure there is no 
truth in the story. How it originated I 
am at a loss to understand. You can say 
that as far as his counsel have been 
informed, there is no intention on the part 
,of Mr. Breckinridge to agree to a Settle- 
ment, which would in any way reflect on 

his character.” 

Colonel Phillip B. Thompson, another at- 
torney for Mr. Breckinridge, said: ‘l have 
heard nothing of that. If such a report 
has become current, it has become spread 
about with no foundation. We have made 
no advances looking toward a settlement 
out of the court.” 

Miss. Pollard could not be seen as she 
is said to be visiting friends in Kentucky. 
Representative Breckinridge is also in 
Kentucky. 


RIOT IN FLORIDA. 


Two White Men Shot by Negroes Who 
Were in Ambush. 
Jacksonville, Fla., December 25.—A _ spe- 
cial to The Times-Union from Wildwood, 
Fla., says: A difficulty between a white 
man and a negro this morring culminated 
in a riot tonight in which two white men 
were shot by negroes—one seriously, the 
other slightly. The negroes congregated 
some distance from town and the white 
men were shot from ambush. The names of 
the wounded men could not be learned. 

The Hank Closed. 

Topeka Kan., December 25.—Bank Com- 
missioner Kridenthal has closed the bank 
of Greensburg. The commissioner says the 
bank owes about $68,000, that it has a quan- 
tliy of worthless paper and ‘that in his 
optnion, it will ne@ pay more than 65 cents 
on the dollar.

| READY FOR HIM. 


Quarters Being Prepared for Charley 
Mitchell, the Pugilist, 


ON ANASTASIA ISLAND, FLORIDA. 


Houses Secured and Will Be Finely 
Furnished. 


A TELEGRAM TO THE} ENGLISHMAN 


In Which St. Augustans Express the Hope 
That He Will Come Out Victor 
in the Figkt. 


Anastasia Island, Fla., December 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Under the liberal offer of the citl- 
zens’ committee of St. Augustine, Billy 
Thompson, the manager for Charley Mitch- 
ell, closed a contract today for three cot- 
tages for the training quarters of the Eng- 
lish pugilist. They are the Howcs cottage, 
the Dr. Carver cottage and the house of 
Captain Bean, president of the South Beach 
railway. The largest of the group will be 
fitted up for Mitchell, Thompson and Jim 
Hall with furniture from the Hotel Ponce 
de Leon, in St. Augustine, and will be sup- 
plied with hot and cold water. The ‘‘work- 
shop” in the training cottage is 31x22 feet, 
and Thompson has his chief's gymnasium 
already set up in It. 

In addition to the eighteen miles stretch 
of seabeach on the Atlantic side of the is- 
land, the committee will have a shellroad 
250 yards long and seven feet wide, rolled 
hard, for a race course for the boxer. 

The sentiment of the people is all for 
Mitchell. 

The Telegram to Mitchell. 

Tonight the citizens Mitchell committee, 
consisting of State Senator F. B. Gonovar, 
O. D. Seavey, J. A. McGuire, O. B. Smith 
and Captain Henry Marcotte, United States 
army, sent the following telegram to Mitch- 
ell at Washington, where he will arrive in 
the morning: 

“Your manager has arranged for training 
quarters for you on Anastasia island. St. 
Augustine is with you and hope you will 
win this fight. Your comfort and pleasure 
are our first concern.”’ 

Betting on Mitchell is now even in Jack- 
sonville and thereabouts, while a week ago 
odds were being offered on Corbett. 


BOWDEN FEELS CONFIDENT 


That the Corbett-Mitchell Fight Will 
Not Be Stopped. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 25.—In view 
of the letter from H. W. Lang, Governor 
Mitchell’s private secretary, to J. R. Tyson, 
emphatically stating. that the governor 
would use all means in his power to prevent 
the Corbett-Mitchell contest, which letter 
was furnished the Southern Associated 
Press and has caused uneasiness in sport- 
ing circles throughout the country. The 
Southern Associated Press correspondent 
today interviewed J. E. T. Bowden, general 
manager of the Duval Athletic Club, re- 
garding the governor’s position and the 
prospect for pulling off the contest. As 
will be seen from the interview, Mr. Bowden 
is absolutely confident of the ability of the 
club to bring the contest to a successful 
issue. The interview follows: 

“Mr. Bowden,’’ asked the correspondent, 
“has anything transpired to eause you to 
feel that you will not be able to pull off the 
Corbett-Mitchell contest?” 

“Absolutely nothing,’’ was the emphatic 
reply. “I am more firmly conyinced today 
that the match will take place than I have 
been at any period since the contest was 
talked of. In this serttiment my associates 
unite and so strongly do they feel that the 
match will take place that we are pushing 
the arena to rapid completion and making 
the necessary suitable and definite arrange- 
ments.-’ 

“But, Mr. Bowden, recent telegrams from 
this city have been published of a charac- 
ter likely to impair the attendance and 
have caused some anxiety among those 
who have heretofore felt assured that the 
contest would take place. What have you 
to say in regard to those telegrams?” 

“Just this: the entire talk and uneasiness 
was occasioned by the publication of a let- 
ter written by Hon. H. W. Lang, Governor 
Mitchell's priyate secretary, on November 
2ist, and which was published on December 
22d in The Jacksonville Times-Uni-n. This 
letter was also*furnished the Southern As- 
sociated Press. Its publication so long after 
it was written induced people to think that 
some new utterance had been made by the 
governor, or by his authority, when, in 
fact, such was not the case. We do not 
say, and never have said, or thought, that 
Governor Mitchell would not do everything 
that he conceived it was his duty to do 
under the law to stop the match. We, at 
the same time, are assured by our knowl- 
edge of Governor Mitchell’s sincerity of 
character that he will be equally slow to 
interfere if it should be demonstrated in 
an authoritative way that the contemplated 
match is not violative of the law. We ex- 
pect at a very early date, not later than 
the present week, to get an adjudication of 
the question. If our position is sguztained 
we will continue our course. If, however, 
the contention should be determined against 
us, we will at once declare the match off. 
The city council has passed an ordinance 
legalizing contests of the character of the 
one contemplated and the public sentiment 
of the city, county and state is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the match coming off. As 
to the legal yiew, I may add that the con- 
census of opinion is in favor of the entire 
legality of the club’s action.”

“There is but one answer to that ques- 
tion,’”’ replied Mr. Bowden. “This club is 
composed of gentlemen of wealth and un- 
questioned standing as to integrity, and I 
wiih say that every cent placed in our 
hands for certificates will be refunded 
Should the contest not come off from legal 
interference.”’ 

“There are many other things,” said Mr. 
Bowden, in conclusion, “that I might add 
as to the ability of the Duval Athletic Club 
to bring off this match, but their publi- 
cation would be untimely at this juncture. 
We wish to express our entire confidence in 
Governor Mitchell’s honesty of purpose to 
enforce the law and our equally strong 
conviction that should a court of competent 
jurisdiction affirm that we are within the 
law no one will be quicker to obey 
or more readily to abide its adjudication 
than Governor Henry L. Mitchell.”

PURSUING THE ROBBERS, 


Who Held Up Trains Out West Christ- 
mas Eve. 

Vinita, I. T., December 25.—The five or six 
train robbers who held up the southbound 
express and passenger train on the Kansas 
and Arkansas road, nine miles south of 
Coceyville, Kan., last night, were all young 
men. They were dressed like cowboys, 
wearing top boots and broad-brimmed hats, 
The gang is believed to be the same that 
attempted to hoid up a passenger train on 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas road last 
Friday evening at Kelso switch. Bob 
Rogers and Charley Woollen are thought 
to be the leaders. 

The gang has operated in the northern 
portion of the Indian Territory, terrorizing 
the yntire community. One of the gang was 
killed by officers last July and another is 
now serving a term in the penitentiary for 
larceny. Marshal Crump, of the western 
district of Arkansas, has telegraphed his 
deputies stationed in this part of the terri- 
tory to spare no pains to capture the des- 
peradoes. Deputy Marshal Brunner left 
this city last night with a strong posse for 
the scene of the hold up. 

Every effort will be made to effect the ap- 
prehension of the robbers, but as they have 
friends in the country who shield them, 
provide them with food and protect them 
while they are in hiding, their capture will 
be a difficult matter. It is not known how 
much booty was secured.

They Used a Bomb. 

San Francisco, December 25.—Interviews 
with trainmen and passengers who were on 
board the train which was held up near Los 
Angeles yesterday elicit the facts regarding 
the robbery. The train left Los Angeles in 
charge of Engineer Stewart, ‘“‘Rocky Bill” 
Stewurt, as he is known by trainmen, and 
Conductor Simpson. Near Roscoe, a little 
station this side of Bubank, the engineer 
was shot at from a tender and told to stop 
the train. He stopped it. A lively fusilade 
was kept up in order to intimidate any one 
who might resist. The engineer and fire- 
man were made prisoners and the engineer 
was compelled to light the fuse of a bomb, 
placed against the door of the express car, 
three times. The first two attempts failed. 
At the third he was told to stay by the 
fuse till it sizzed and to run .afterwards. 
He obeyed. The express car door burst 
open and Express Messenger Potts was 
thrown frem the cot, where he was asleep. 
The express messenger held up his hands 
and got out of the car. Just What hap- 
pened after that is a mystery, for Express 
Messenger Potts has been cautioned not 
to speak about jt by the officers of the ex- 
press company. 

Prior to bursting in the door of the 2x- 
press car with a bomb the robbers had ter- 
rorized every head which showed from a 
car window by taking a shot too conveni- 
entiy near, and the San Fernandina con- 
stable, who attempted to reason with them 
and assert his rights as ‘an officer, was 
driven back into the coach with some pretty 
strong language and a pistol shot. A shot 
was taken at the baggage man and the 
others were told to stay in and keep quiet.

3over $10 in booty,but the mystery of affairs 
outside the identity of the robbers, is whut 
they did to the safe, which the officials of 
the Wetls-Fargo Company wil! not, for the 
present at least, explain.

And Leary Threatened to Kill—Ex- 
‘citement in a Church. 


Rochester, N. Y., December 25.—A special 
to The Rochester Register, from Mount 
Morris, says: There was great excitement 
at St. Patrick’s church Sunday night at 
12 o’clock mass. It was caused by some re- 
marks by Rev. Charles Flaherty, who for 
the past ten years, and: up to less than a 
year ago, had had charge of this church, 
but was removed after-his trial and convic- 
tion for criminal intimacy with a young 
girl of his parish. Father Mlaherty Wis 
granted a stay and the motion of his coun- 
gel for a new trial will be argued before the 
general term in January. St. Patrick’s 
church, which is the largest country church 
in western New York, was crowded to over- 
flowing last night. After mass had been 
said by Rev. James B. Day, who now, has 
charge of the church, and while the usual 
custom of the. Christmas offeringS Was 
being taken, Charles Flaherty passed up 
the center aisle to the altar rail, and fac- 
ing the congregation, spoke in substance 
as follows: 

‘ “One year ago tonight I was at this altar 
as your priest, while tonight 1 am convicted 
and under sentence to a condemned man’s 
cell. There is a man in this church to- 
night who was instrumental in my CORY EG: 
tion, and. that man is Cornelius Leary. Phis 
man came here tonight with no sicred in- 
tention, and why he is here I do not know, 
It is the: sentiment of this congregation 
that he leave this sacred edifice.” m 

At this voices of “Put him out! 
hisses were heard. 

Cornelius Leary arose in his seat and 
said: “If Charles Flaherty, or any eft his 
friends, attempt to eject me from this 
church I will leave work for the coroner 
in the morning.” 

No attempt was made, 
Mr. Leary out. 

Father Flaherty continued speaking: 

“Mr. Leary harbored Mary Sweeney (the 
girl who made charges that resulted in his 
conviction) for several weeks previous to 
the trial, schooling her in what to say in 
order to bing about my conviction.” 

The congregation was in a high state of 
excitement, but under the influence of 
Father Day were soon quieted and left the 
church with no further demonstration. This 
morning at early mass Father Flaherty 
made remarks similar to Sunday night, but 
there was no excitement.

Congressman Cabaniss’s Visit to Macon 
During the Holidays 


STARTS UP POLITICAL © GOSSIP 


And the Question Is Will He Be 
Opposed for Re-election?P 


MACON'S POSTMASTERSHIP DISCUSSED. 


Bibb’s State Senator—It Will Be Bibb’s 
Time Next—A Narrow Eescape, 
Other Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
The return of Congressman Cabaniss from 
Washington to his home at Forsyth to 
spend the holidays naturally set tongues 
to gossiping about the congressional race in 
the sixth district next year. Will Congress- 
man Cabaniss have a walkover, or will he 
be strongly opposed? Of course he will be 
&@ candidate for fe-election. This is his 
first term and there is an unwritten law 
that usually allows a congressman to be 
endorsed for a second term. Whether this 
unwritten law will be observed in the sixth 
district next year is a question that can’t 
be determined at the present time. There 
are only three men in the sixth district 
who are spoken of as possible candidates 
against Captain Cabaniss. They are Judze 
Charles L. Bartlett, of Macon; Hon. Robert 
Whittiald, of Milledgeville, and Hon. Robert 
L. Berner, of Forsyth. 

It is not thought that Mr. Berner will 
enter the next race. Mr. Berner now holds 
a lucrative government office and it is not 
believed that he will care to contest Mon- 
roe county with Congressman Cabaniss next 
year. 

As is well known, Bob Whitfield is exceed- 
ingly ambit!ous to represent the sixth dis- 
trict in congress. He made many friends and 
carried many counties in the last cam- 
paign and has frequently been quoted as 
declaring that he would be in the race next 
year. There ia an interesting rumor to the. 
effect, however, that certain friends of Mr. 
Whitfield are very anxious for him to go to 
the state senate next year from the Bald- 
win county district and not antagonize Con- 
gressman Cabaniss in 1894, but wait and 
make the race for congress in i8%. Ly 
going to the state senate he will be Kept 
actively in public life and remain in touch 
with the people, and when his senatorial 
term expires he will be in splendid posi- 
tion to make the race for congress. 

Judge Bartlett is keeping silent abou€ 
his future political intentions. He has a 
host of enthusiastic friends who will sup- 
port him for any position to which he may 
aspire. A strong effort is being made to 
get Judge Bartlett to be a candiuate for 
the supreme court bench instead of standing 
for congress. It is thought that Judge Bart- 
lett’s ambition inclines rather to congress 
than the bench. It will be remembered that 
Judge Bartlett made a fine race for con- 
gress last year and lost the nomination 
by only one vote and finally the prize went 
to Cabaniss by the aid of Baruett’s foilow~ 
ers. 

Macon Postmastership. 

Congressman Cabaniss has many friends 
in Macon. He has made an eflicient, faithe- 
ful and popular representative. He _ will 
doubtless visit Macon ere returning to 
Washington. The most embarrassing ques- 
tion which he now has to settle is the Ma- 
con postmastership and he may come here 
to get the latest pointers before going back 
to congress. Public interest is becoming 
considerably aroused over the matter. 1lt 
is expected that the nomination will be 
made -by the president within the next 
thirty days. The leading candidates are 
Mayor Daisy Price and Mr. Richard Find- 
lay. Both gentlemen are thoroughly ene 
dorsed. It is generally understood that Mr. 
Findlay’s campaign fr the place is being 
managed and conducted by Hon. J. L. Har- 
deman. The appointment will, in all proba- 
bility, go to the person who Congressman 
Cabaniss endorses. Mr. Findlay and Mr. 
Price are each confident that he will get the 
much desired endorsement. 

Bibb's State Senntor. 

It will be Bibb county's time next year 
to nominate a state senator. Bibb, Monroe 
and Pike counties always rotate and who 
Bibb nominates will be accepted and con- 
firmed by Monroe and Pike. Judge C. L. 
Bartlett was Bibb’s last senator. Who wiil 
Bibb nominate next year? It is generally 
reported that Hon. Robert L. Hodges, one 
of Libb’s representatives in the legislature 
just adjourned, will be a candidate for 
senator. Mr. Hodges is a brilliant young 
lawyer and would make a splendid senator. 
He has faithfully and ably represented 
Libb in the house and would in like manner 
represent his district’ in the senate. Ags 
the time for the opening of the campaign 
approaches other names for. senator may 
be suggested. Bibb’s senator is generally 
nominated at a mass meeting held at the 
courthoyse, but her representatives are 
nominated by primary election. If there are 
several candidates for senator, a senator 
may, also, be chosen by primary at the 
same time the representatives are nomie- 
nated. If Mr. Hodges is the only candidate, 
he will probably be nominated at a mass 
meeting.

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A GOOD MAN'S DEATH, 


Hon. John C. Nicholls, of Blackshear, 
Has Crossed the River, 


PROMINENT IN GEORGIA POLITICS. 


Anda Brave Soldier Who Was Loved by 
All of His Men—His Public 
Services. 


Blackshear, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)}— 
Captain John ©. Nicholls, an influential and 
respected citizen, died here today. He had 
been indisposed for only a short time; was 
up and around his place on yesterday and 
retired last night as usual. He was taken 
worse during the night and passed away at 
$ o'clock this morning. The immediate 
cause of his death was pueumonia and 
heart failure. 

Captain Nichols was born In Jones coun- 
ty, Ga., on the 25th day of April, 184. His 
youth was spent in Clinch county, In the 
midst of the wire grass region of this state, 
and he was devoted to its interest and up- 
building. He finished his education at Wil- 
liam and Mary college, Virginia, graduating 
from that institute in the law. He had 
hardly entered the practice when the war 
commenced. He entered the wat as a 
private in Company I of the old T wenty- 
sixth, afterwards the thirteenth regiment. 
He was afterward elected captain of his 
ccmpany and served until 1863, at which 
time there was a reorganization of his 
regiment and he left it to engage in the 
organization of the fourth Georgia cavalry. 

He was*’made captain of Company 1 of 
paid regiment and continued there until the 
end of the war 

Captain Nicholls was a typicil volunteer 
Boldier, giving his men che utm st latitude 
when off duty and entering into their sports 
and small troubles with the utmost zeal. 
AS a consequence he was devotedly loved 
by the entire regiment and was frequently 
fn controversy with his superior efiicers ‘in 
behalf of his men. This love of his men ex- 
tended to his death, for if there was one 
of his regiment on a jury in a case in 
which Captain Nicholls was engaged it wa3 
best to get him off, as they were ever in- 
clined to follow his lead. 

He was in the democratic convention that 
nominated Breckenridge for president; was 
a member of the state constitutional con- 
vention of 1865; was an elector for the first 
district of Georgia on the Seymour and 
Blair ticket. He was elected to the Georgia 
senate and -served four years. While a 
member of the senate he was chairman of 
the committee to investigate the adminis- 
tration of Governor Bullock. He was a 
delegate to the national democratic con- 
vention at St. Louis in 1876 and was elected 
to the forty-sixth corgress in 1878 from the 
first congressional district of Georgia, and 
was re-elected in 1880. Since that time he 
has not held public office, ¢viving his atten- 
tion to his law practice and the cultivotion 
of his farm. ; 

In his later vears he was a devoted and 
consistent member of the Presbyterian 
church. He was ever noted for his charity 
and took great interest in Sunday schools 
and other church work, as superintendent 
of the Sunday school, teacher and leading 
fn the meetings of the church. 

In September, 1855, he married Miss Ma- 
mie Clopton, of Virginia. To this oh 
was born Kate, now Mrs. W. G. Hen@ger- 
son. of Washington, D. C., and in May, 
1892. Captain Nicholls married Miss Ida 
A. Costa. who survives him, together with 
#ix small children. He was entirely ration- 
al up to the last and expressed an entire 
willingness to die with full faith in Christ.

Three negroes were arrested in this neigh- 
borhood and brought before Mrs. Sellers 
for identification, Lut were liberate: “he 
neighbors were aroused and were d¢termin- 
ed that the guilty party snouid be cavght 
and made to answer for his crime, and on 
yesterday afternoon, Thomas was arrested 
and brought before Mrs. Sellers, who at 
once identified him as being the guilty 
party. Thomas was at once taken to a 
justice of the peace, near by, for a com- 
Initment trial. 

While at the home of the justice, Thomas 
confessed his guilt, and the parties who 
had him in charge took him to “higham 
and placed him in the guardho:se, and 
Sheriff Patterson, of this city, was tele- 
graphed for.

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A CANNON CRACKER» 


Thrown by a Negro Explodes in Joe 
Reed’s Face, 


AND IT MAY COST HIM AN EYE. 


A Fight in Marietta Comes Near Resulting 
in a Riot—But Reason Prevailed and 
the Crowd Dispersed. 


Marietta. Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
The Christmas celebration passed off quietly 
thts morning,but grew decidedly threatening 
in the afternoon and a serious riot between 
whites and blacks was narrowly escaped. 
Permission was given to use fireworks on 
the public square, and out of this and bad 
whisky the trouble, grew. Early in the 
afternoon Joe Reed, next to the oldest son 
of Mr. John L. Reed, had a cannon cracker 
thrown at him by a negro and it burst in 
front of his eyes, seriously injuring one -of 
them, so that in all probability he wiil 
never be able to see out of it again. At 
5:30 o’clock p. m. he was carried to Atlanta, 
so that the best skill of Dr. Calhoun could 
be used to save his eye. 

The riot difficulty occurred about 5 o’clock. 
Ben Felmett, a young white man, got in 
a difficulty with a negro named Lucius 
Gaines and was kicked down by the negro, 
who was chased across the square by some 
white men and would have been handled 
roughly, but some of the citizens interfered 
and gave the negro time to get away. 

Large crowds of negroes and white then 
gathered in groups and loud, angry threats 
were indulged in. The law and order eéle- 
ment of the town then went vigorously to 
work and persuaded the crowds to disperse, 
and it is hoped that this is the last of it. 

Additional police force has been ordered 
and the right to use fireworks limited.

Augusta, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
Christmas in Augusta has been as rare as 
that day in June of which the poet sings, 
and to the northern sojourner in the south 
has been a revelation in the possibilities of 
Christmas weather.

DeLyon was arrested. 

Tonight there was a row at Price and 
Gwinnett streets between J. C. Herron and 
B. F. Stilas, in which Herron and his son 
were both shot and wounded slightly, and 
Stilas was cut in the abdomen, the knife 
blade breaking off. Stilas is seriously, 
though not fatally wounded. All parties to 
the affray are under arrest. 5 

There have been a dozen or more shooting 
and cutting scrapes among the negroes, 
though those reported have not been at- 
tended with any serious results.

A HAPPY CHRISTMAS. 


Was That Enjoyed by General Clement 
A. Evans Yesterday. 


TALKS OF THE CONSTITUTION’S CANVASS 


And Saysthe Declarations of His Friends 
in All Parts of Georgia Made His 
Christmas Happy. 


No man in Georgia enjoyed a more gen- 
vine happy Christmas day than General 
Clement A. Evans. There were a number 
of reasons, no doubt, for that happiness, 
but in talking with a Constitution reporter 
last night he dwelt particularly upon one 
of these: 

“The report from all parts of the state 
published in yesterday's Constitution,”’ said 
he. “has given me today a very happy 
Christmas, and I did not hesitate to Say Bo, 
The good will of the people gives the real 
value to the honors .of office and stimu- 
lates a true man to be faithful to their in- 
terests did.”’ 

The general and his friends are very much 
gratified indeed over the result of that Con- 
stitution canvass. 

“What especially pleases me,” said Gen- 
eral Evans, “was the manner in which it 
was obtained—the absolute fairness and the 
partiality of that report. The returns agree 
very closely, except in a few instances, 
with the information which has been wol- 
untarily sent to me from time to time for 
several months, and accords with the many 
expressions which have appeared in the 
weekly press. It was never my desire to 
become an embarrassment to my friends or 
party, nor in any way to interrupt the 
desirable harmony among our people that 
ought to be encouraged and maintained. 
While it is true that I consented last sum- 
mer to be a candidate, my consent was al- 
Ways based upon the popular call and with 
a view of conciliation among ourselves on 
sound principles. 

*“T would like, of course,’ continued Gen- 
eral Evans, ‘“‘to have a unanimous nomina- 
tion. There has not been in our history 
such reasons as exist now for firmness in 
political ‘faith «and wnity (‘n= pcitical 
action. I sincerely desire to rise 
above all personal ambition in my candi- 
dacy, and I think I may venture to say 
that with a unanimous nomination I can 
make a campaign of good will that the 
people of Georgia will approve. I would 
hold it as a high privilege to do this special 
public service of my state, and then to 
transact its business after my election 
w'th intelligent and patriotic regard to all 
interests.”’ 

The general in this connection referred 
with becoming modesty to his active work 
for the party. 

“Ever since my return home from 
Appomattox,” said he, “I have necessarliy 
taken a warm and active interest in all 
questions affecting the welfare of the state. 
I have gone heartily with every struggie 
to save our state from the perils of re- 
construction and to advance its general 
interests without either asking or expect- 
ing any office or other reward. Like thou- 
sands of other private citizens I have stood 
firmly for all measures that have improved 
the condition of the state and have been 
glad to see honors fall upon any worthy 
man. But I do not like to talk about myself. 
Some time in the future I will be glad to 
meet with our able public men in a proper 
presentation of those issues which are set 
forth in the democratic platform.

A friend of General Evans has made a 
study of The Constitution’s canvass pub- 
lished in Sunday's issue and the result of 
that study is interesting.

Not a Democratic Scheme. 


The New York World, commenting on 
Mr. Carlisle’s suggestion of a tax on in- 
comes derived from stocks and bonds of 
corporations, Says: 

Is this right? Is it right to tax these in- 
comes while leaving other incomes free? 

The theory of such a tax would be that as 
corporations enjoy special privileges they 
should pay something for them to the gov- 
ernment. Put it is not the national govern- 
ment that grants these privileges, but the 
governments of the several states. Is there, 
then, any logical ground upon which the 
national government can claim a tribute 
from incomes derived from corporate privi- 
leges which it did not create, while exempt- 
ing all other incomes? 

To tax all incomes over a specified amount 
is logical and right. The government main- 
tains those conditions of liberty which ren- 
der the earning of incomes possible, and in 
return it has the right to exact tribute from 
the incomes earned. But there is absolutely 
no difference between the service rendered 
by the national government to an incorpor- 
ated dry goods house like the H. B. Claflin 
Company and to a private firm like Sweet- 
ser, Pembrook & Co. The special privileges 
of the one, which are not enjoyed by the 
other, are granted by the state of New 
York alone. 

But why should not the tax Mr. Carlisle 
proposes be levied alike upon all incomes 
awove $5,000 or $10,000? Such a tax would 
be equal, just and easily borne, and it 
would yield a large revenue. 

The logic of The World is unanswera- 
ble. Mr. Carlisle’s suggestion is undem- 
pcratic, and, therefore, indefensible. The 
foundation principle of democracy is 
equality of rights and privileges, equal- 
ity of burdens. Take away this basic 
principle and the whole superstructure 
of democracy will topple to the ground. 

There is not one coherent reason nor 
one solid fact that can be adduced in 
support of a law that taxes the incomes 
of corporate investments and exempts 
the incomes of rich individuals. Such a 
law would be in violation of every prin- 
ciple of democracy and every principle 
of justice and equity. 

According to Mr. Carlisle’s view it is 
right and proper to tax the incomes of 
investments where ten or a hundred per- 
sons have combined their small capital 
to produce profitable results, but it is 
bad policy to tax the incomes of invest- 
ments made by individuals who are rich 
enough to furnish their own capital 
without calling in the aid of copartners. 

We have seen no name given to this 
sort of doctrine, and we shall not take 
the trouble to invent one for it. But 
whatever it may be called, it is not de 
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railroad schedule with’ 


ocratic. It is as far from the true prin- 
ciples of democracy as any scheme of 
class legislation ever concocted by the 
republicans. 

The duty of congress is clear. It can- 
not afford to endorse such schemes, no 
matter what their origin. Its policy 
has already been mapped out by the 
democratic platform and by the known 
desires of the people. 

Repeal the McKinley law! 

Pass the Wilson bill! 

Repeal the tax on state banks! 

Impose a graduated tax on all incomes 
above $5,000!

We ship our raw 
materials to the west, and when they 
come back in their finished shape we 
pay a handsome price for them. 

Now, says The Record, the south has 
one-half of the standing timber of the 
country. Our hard woods go north and 
west, and then we take them back in 
the shape of furniture and in this way 
we are drained of millions of dollars 
every year. Our contemporary Says: 

How this drain can be stopped is seen in 
the history of two industrial enterprises in 
South Carolina, which will serve as illustra- 
tions, and fortunately, slowly but surely 
similar enferprises are pushing their way 
to the front in many places in the south. 
One of these enterprises is a buggy factory, 
started by a few people who believed in 
stablishing diversified industries in York- 
ville, a well located and prosperous town, 
but not better located nor more 
prosperous than hundreds of other 
southern towns. With a capital of 
$50,000 this company started out in 1890. The 
abundance of suitable hardwoods and the 
good shipping facilities made it possible to 
put a first-class buggy on the market, but 
success was only secured by hard work and 
‘“‘holding on’’ during the early struggle. Af- 
ter three years of work the company is now 
said to be sending out 1,000 buggies a year 
into Georgia, Tennessee, North Carolina and 
Virginia in competition with western bug- 
gies. In the same state a furniture making 
concern has undertaken to utilize the hard- 
woods that have been going west as lumber 
and coming back as fine desks and furni- 
ture, and the result is the building up of an 
extensive manufacturing business, which is 
turning out fine office desks and high-grade 
furniture, 

There are other furniture and buggy 
factories in the south, as a matter of 
course, but the success of these two 
should encourage other small towns to 
engage in manufacturing enterprises 
that utilize our raw materials, furnish 
employment to labor and keep our 
money at home. There are hundreds of 
industries not based on cotton, iron and 
eoal that could be made profitable in 
this region and southerners with capital 
and enterprise should give the matter 
their close attention.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP, 


A philosophic swindler, Known by scores 
of high sounding aliases, but whose real 
name was Charles Howard, has just died 
at the age of seventy-eight years, in the 
Holloway, England, jail. One of his last 
operations was an ingenious will fraud, 
known in legal annals as the James Hall 
Cooper Clark case. He represented that a 
wealthy man of that name had died at San 
Jose in South America, leaving $15,000 each 
to the first thirty-five persons who could 
prove by parish registers that their families 
had borne the name of Clark for seven 
generations. He put himself forward as 
the executor of the will, and induced a so- 
licitor to act for him. He advertised for 
Clarks or Clarkes, and of course got them 
by hundreds. It was proved at the trial 
‘hat within a few months 17,vw letters had 
been written by Clarks. 


A curious old custom, dating from an- 


cient Saxon times, is the payment of what 
\is known as the “wroth silver,’’ or ‘‘wroth 


penny,” on the last Saturday of Noveniber 
of each year at Knightlow Cross, in War- 


wickshire, England. The money is paid to 
the duke of Buccleugh, is lord of the manor 
of the Hundred of Knightiow. It is practi- 
cally a curious method of collecting tithes 
due to him by immemorial custom. The 
amounts due vary from a penny to two shil- 
lings, and are dropped into a hole in the 
stone of the cross. A non-payment of the 
fee may subject the delinquent to a fine of 
twenty shillings for every penny not forth- 
coming, or else the forfeiture of a white 
bull with a red nose and red ears. This pen- 
alty was enforced not many years ago. 
After the ceremony the duke provides sub- 
‘stantial breakfast to his tenants. 


The rate of mortality of London is shown 
by a recent report to have steadily decreas- 
ed with the introduction and perfection 
of adequate means for disposing of the 
sewage of the city. In the latter belf of 
the seventeenth century the annual aver- 
age mortality is estimated at something over 
8) per 1,000; at the end of the eighteenth 
century it had dropped to 50 per 1,000, and in 
1892 it was only 19.1 per 1,0UU.

The attempt was frustrated 
by the Empress Elizabeth of Austria, who, 
while out riding, accompanied by a groom, 
noticed the stones. The express was due 
within a few. minutes, and there was no 
time to summon assistance. Springing from 
her horse, she ordered the groom to remove 
the obstruction, she herself assisting him. 
The work was hardly completed when the 
train, crowded with passengers, passed 
over the spot at a rate of forty miles an 
hour. 


At the first regular meeting of the Lon- 
don court of aldermen, after the installa- 
tion of the new lord mayor, the court, in 
accordance with a quaint usage which 
had its origin as far back as 13877, resolved 
to send what is called “livery cloth” to 
certain high officers of the state—svch as 
the lord chancellor, lord chief justice, and 
master of the rolls—four and one-half yards 
of the best black cloth to each.

WHERE SHEBA‘'S QUEEN REIGNED. 
Mashonaland Believed to Be the Lo- 
cation of King Svelomon’s Mines. 

The fascinating story of Rider Haggard’s, 
“King Solomon’s Mines,” is based on fact. 
The mines do actually exist, and have been 
seen and explored by the Mashonaland ex- 
pedition of the English Southeast African 
Company. For a long time Mashonaland 
has been suspected to be the traditional 
Ophir whence King Solomon is said to have 
gotten the gold and precious stones with 
Which he decorated the temple of Jerusa- 
lem. It is now actually so considered, and 
also as the location of the empire of the 
queen of Sheba. As a matter of fact, the 
sovereigns of Abyssinia claim descent from 
both Solomon and this ancient queen of the 
Old Testament times. Among other places 
Visited: by this expedition were the ruins 
of a prehistoric city, called Zinbabye by 
the patives, and which are wrongly or 
rightly considered to be the queen of She- 
ba’s empire. These ruins are situated at 
the base of a precipitous cliff and are in- 
closed by an outer and inner wall, frag- 
ments of the first and traces of the second 
being found. Withjn the walled space is a 
mass of circular dWellings and among these 
ruins of a vast temple and of a fortress, 
also walled in with ramparts some ten feet 
in thickness. The jungle growth mpprevented 
close or complete examination. The stone 
work of these walls is of beautifully hewn 
and dressed granite and laid without ce- 
ment. The dry climate has prevented: dis- 
integration to any appreciable extent. 

Of the ancient peoples who formerly built 
and inhabited these ruins the natives know 
nothing, and have not even traditions—a 
fact which The Pittsburg Dispatch regards 
as militating somewhat against the theory 
that his civilization flourished in King Solo- 
mon’s time; for tradition, as a rule. has its 
roots in primitive times, and travels much 
further back in the memory of a people 
than the period of Jewish history alluded 


oO. 

That it was not an offshot of Egyptian 
culture and emigration is evident from the 
character of the architecture—the Egyp- 
tians building square and using cement. A 
speculation advanced is that the Hindus 
might have ascended the Zambesi and es- 
tablished an empire here. But so might 
those bold sailors, the Phoenicians, upon 
whose probable maritime adventures all 
historians draw to account for otherwise 
unexplainable facts. But all the nations 
likely to have colonized this section of Afri- 
ca—the Phoenicians included—used cement 
and had architectural systems of their 
own unlike anything yet found in Mashoha- 
land. 

The civilization was more probably in- 
digenous, had its rise, acme and fall, and, 
like others we @now of, vanished from the 
face of the earth, leaving behind it ruins 
that may or may not some day yield the 
secret of their exfstence to the patient toil 
of the archaeologist and explorer. And when 
the history of African peoples is once prop- 
erly written it will, in all likelihood, be 
found to include more than once such rise 
and fall humans progress and de- 
cadence, stretching back into periods so 
reuote that the usual conceptions of a 
‘‘hoary past’”’ will be lost in dust and ashes 
of prehistoric ages Rider Haggard’s Afri- 
can romances may hit the truth as to the 
existence of some one or two of these efflo- 
rescences of human development more truly 
than he Knows. Romancists, like poets, 
though in different degree, may be said to 
be inspired, seeing that they drew upon 
their imagination for their boldest flights 
and are thus physically sensitive to certain 
strata in the collective mental atmosphere 
of the globe, wherein are found depicted 
the more permanent impress of its life, 
thoughts and emotion as evolved from age 
to age. To such therefore come vision« 
of the past; and the writer, sensing these, 
snins out his tale as if from the web and 


woof of his own brain, and the result is 
a “She,” a “King Solomon’s Mines,” an 
“Ardath” and other stories of that ilk.

A Swarm of Scorpions in the Hold of a 
schooner, 


AND A MYRIAD OF OTHER INSECTS 


Came Out of the Schooner’s Load of Bones. 
The Experience of a Lost Hunter 
Loaded with Game, 


« 

The schooner Wallace J. Boyd, Capt. God- 
frey, arrived here early yesterday morning 
from Montevideo with a cargo of bones, 
which were gathered from tre plains of that 
locality, and the voyage will long be re- 
membered by Capt. Godfrey and his wife, 
as well as by all the sailors, says the Even- 
ing Sun. The ship became infested with 
scorpions, which arose from the cargo and 
penetrated every available quarter of the 
ship. The sbamen’s rest was disturbed, and 
for weeks at a time the unfortunate men 
dared not rest themselves in their bunks for 
fear of being stung by one of the creatures. 

Every effort to rid the ship of the plague 
was unsuccessful, and even on Monday 
night, while lying at the upper quarantine, 
the decks and cabins Were alive with these 
creeping insects. Climatic changes had no 
effect whatever on them, and those of the 
crew who entertained the belief that they 
would disappear as the northern latitudes 
were reached were disappointed 

Capt. Godfrey is at a loss to xnow how 
they found their way out from beneath the 
hatches, which on board vessels are re- 
garded aS even airtight, yet they arose in 
thousands and made life horrible on board 
the ship. Five or six times a day all hands 
were forced to change their clothing. When 
the vessel reached her pier yesterday the 
sailors at once lett, and nothing could ever 
induce any of them to again ship on a bone- 
laden vessel. 

Capt. Godfrey said yesterday that they 
sailed from Montevideo August 17, and up 
to September 6 no vermin had appeared. 
The day in question was very warm and the 
atmosphere was heavy and damp. About 
noon around the main hatch large gYreen 
bugs were seen coming up from inside the 
combings, and toward evening the ship's 
decks were alive. The next tnorning they 
found their way down into the forecastle 
and drove all the sailors out. The same 
night the after cabin was invaded. 

Since that time this unfortunate condition 
of affairs has existed and the buys were 
thrown overboard by the bucketfull every 
day since. When the wind was blowing 
fresh the air was full of the unwelcome Visi- 
tors, and in calms they lay torpid on the 
decks. The bed clothing, table cloths and 
even wearing apparel became full of the in- 
sects, but fortunately none of the crew 
was bitten by any poisonous insect. 

Capt. Godfrey says the bones which he 
has on board were principally brought from 
the extreme upper regions of the river Plate 
in lighters. They were gathered from the 
plains, where they had probably been for 
ages. Many whole skeletons of horses, 
sheep and oxen are among the collection, 
all of which wili be ground up at this port. 
While lying on the plains they no doubt be- 
come infested with these bugs, and the ex- 
treme heat of the vessel's hold drove them 
up on the deck. 

Lost in Texas Swamps. 

Fully forty men started out from this 
place Saturday afternoon to shoot ducks, 
and in one party was Charley Ainsworth, 
a married man who  has_ resided here 
for a year Gnd a half, says The Galveston 
‘News. Ainsworth got separated 
from the rest of the party, but the gamé 
was so plentiful that by 4 o’clock he had 
bagged twelve ducks and ore brant, and, 
thinking he had as many birds as,he needed, 
concluded he would return home. 

He was probably less than three miles 
from home at that time, but the rushés 
were so high that he could not see the tal] 
smokestacks at the mills, and before the 
sun went down he lost his reckoning. Not 
returning home that night, his wife became 
alarmed, and at daylight Sunday morning 
a party of twelve took a boat and pulled 
down the river and up Conway's bayou, 
where they found Ainsworth's boat pulled 
up on the shore. Twelve men started into 
the marshes to find the lost man, but met 
with no success. 

Between 4 and 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
Ainsworth walked into town quite exhaust- 
ed, having wandered all Saturday after- 
noon, all that night and the whole of Sun- 
day in water from six inches to two feet 
deep, where the rushes were ten feet high 
and so thick he could not see three feet 
before him, with the rattle of counticss 
flocks of ducks passing overhead, the dole- 
ful music of the lonely bullfrogs and the 
hoarse, dull, deep bass roar of the hundreds 
of alligators that abound in the dark and 
muddy wallows. 

All .nrough these low marshes he wan- 
dered, knowing that he had a sick wife at 
home, whose anxiety would increase with 
every hour he was delayed, and with the 
weight of the game he had killed added to 
his gun and cartridges. He had nothing to 
eat since Saturday at dinner. He had no 
idea of the course he was going or what 
direction he was from home. He wandered, 
by the merest accident to the river, which 
he followed for several hours, and finally 
crossed over on the timber and booms to 
the Texas side, nine miles above town, 
and came down home without knowing pos- 
itively whether he was going to or from 
Orange. As soon as he got to the bank of 
the river he threw his ducks away, thus re- 
lieving himself of fifty pounds of burden 
that he had foggotien he was encumbered 
with.

Concerning Snails. 

The Smithsonian -institute has hit upon 
something extraordinary in snails. The 
creatures may be slow, but they hold the 
record over all other animals for prolonged 
vitality under adverse conditions. Stories of 
toads dug out of rocks in which they had 
been imprisoned for ages are apocryphal; 
but recent discovery has established the 
credit of this humble mollusk as No. 1 in 
tenacity of life. 

Only the other day, says The Providence 
Journal, a specimen from an island off the 
coast of lower California, enclosed in a 
drawer with a part of molluscan collec- 
tion, was found to be alive. It had had no 
food or water for more than six years. 
When placed in a box with moist earth, 
it protruded its foot, began to move about 
and seemed to be as well as ever. 

Some time ago a few snails of a different 
species, gathered in Mexico, reached the 
Smithsonian ‘institution and were placed in 
a box. They remained undisturbed for two 
years and three months, at the end of 
which time they were put into a jar of 
glass with some chickweed and a small 
quantity of tepid water. Pretty soon they 
woke up and appeared quite active. 

Pond snails, which are sometimes found 
alive in logs of mahogany from Honduras, 
possess equal endurance. Specimens carried 
from Egypt to Paris packed up in sawdust 
have arrived uninjured. Other kinds have 
been experimented with by shutting them 
up in pill boxes and dry hags for years, 
but have survived. The limit of their vi- 
tatity is yet to be ascertained. 

Land snails in cold climates bury them- 
selves in the ground or under dead leaves 
in winter; in tropical regions they become: 
torbid during the hot season. When about 
to start in on a period of sleep they seal 
up their shells with a close-fitting door, 
which sometimes is a shield of thin, trans- 
parent mucus, and in other cages an 
opaque membrane .as thick as a visiting 
ecard. Behind this’ the animal constructs 
other walls, which serve like so many 
partitions to protect it against prolonged 
cold or dryness. 

It is believed that just as the seeds of 
plants are distributed by the winds, so 
likewise the eggs of snails are scattered 
abroad on the breezes, thus disseminating 
their species. They are very prolific ani- 
mals. Some of the great land snails of 
the tropics, which live on trees and weigh 
a pound apiece, lay eggs that look striking- 
ly like those of pigeons, being quite as 
large. The eggs are deposited among de- 
cayed vegetation, the heat of the decompoe 
sition hatching them. :

How Christmas Was Enjoyed by the 
Orphan Children. 


THE HOME FOR THE FRIENDLESS 


The Jennie D. Inman Orphanage and the 
Other Charitable Institutions 
of the City. 


The heart of Henry Grady would have 
leaped with exultant satisfactica yester- 
day morning if he could have watched the 
beautiful Christmas dawn as it came, like 
the queen of Sheba, out of the clear, cool, 
sparkling east! 

It was just such a day as the one he 
described in his famous editorial. 


the horizon until 
tipped with its setting, 
throughout with the breath of summer, 
while during the early part of the day not 
a cloud was to be observed in the over- 
arching canopy. 

The instinct of worship was thoroughly 
aroused. Everybody felt like the day— 
bright, cheerful and full of sunshine. The 
weather appealed to the finer and purer 
emotions of the heart and from the con- 
templation of visible nature the soul was 
uplifted in adoration and praise of Him 
who had breathed so kindly upon the 
earth. 

These observations induce the remark— 
so far as the Piedmont region is concerned 
—that the old traditional Christmas is pass- 
ing away. 

In the days of the older pioneers, Christ- 
mas never came without its accompaniment 
of snow and ice. The wind was from the 
north and the scene was one sheeted and 
shivering desolation.

Among the Poor. 

In spite of the hardships which have been 
associated with the present year, and the 
general apprehension that the Christmas 
holidays would be indifferently observed, 
the day will long be remembered for the 
cheer and sunshine which it carried to the 
heart of the poorer children of the city. 

In this connection it may be observed 
that the entertainment of the newspaper 
men last Saturday night at the Grand, re- 
sulted in the realization of quite a neat 
sum of money. 

The immediate beneficiaries of the en- 
tertainment are the Home for the Friend- 
less, the Catholic Benevolent Association, 
the Jennie D. Inman orphanage, the He- 
brew Orphans’ home, the Georgia Baptist 
orphanage and the Florence  Crittenten 
home. : 

In addition to the bounty thus distributed 
by the newspaper men among these chari- 
table institutions, a lot of smaller chari- 
ties were dispensed in a quiet way among 
the poorer children of the city. 

Along the streets, during the early part of 
the day, might have been heard the rumb- 
ling noise of the delivery wagon as it slow- 
ed up in front of the humble-abiding places 
of the poor. Hams, groceries of every 
kind, chickens, flour, calico, and other dress 
goods—these were among the articles which 
found their way into the humble homes of 
the city. 

Wherever the wagon stopped to deliver 
goods they were greeted with cherry 
faces, and as they rolled away, the rumb- 
ling sound was the music of a sweet and 
soulful anthem’ to those whose lives had 
been lifted in this unexpected way. 

Atlanta. may have her faults, but 
thing is certain, She never forgets 
poor. 

Home for the Friendless. 

At the Home for the Friendless yesterday 
morning a beautiful picture was presented. 

The children at an early hour were given 
the privilege of entering the schoolroom, 
where, on the desk of each pupil, were ar- 
ranged the presents which the kind ladies 
of the home had provided. 

As the little orphans, eager with expecta- 
tion, and with cheeks blushing like the 
sunrise of the beautiful Christmas morn- 
ing, filed into the room, their little hearts 
could not resist the promptings that were 
stirred by the mysterious revelation. To 
many of them it was the first Christmas 
they had ever known as such. With no 
father or mother to incline their young 
hearts or tell them the beautiful story of 
Bethlehem, they had lived in almost total 
ignorance of the day which, beyond excep- 
tion, is undoubtedly the brightest jewel in 
the crown of childhood. 

Every little orphan was remembered. The 
girls were all provided with dolls, while 
the boys were exultant over their tin horns. 
There was no end to the oranges, apples, 
candy and nuts—and the littie children as 
they romped about the building were su- 
premely happy, and never dreamed, in the 
enjoyment of their simple charity, but what 
their lots were the happiest in the world. 

There are now sixty-four inmates of the 
home and the institution, in its thorough 
management, is one of the most effective 
charities in all the country. 

The plan adopted by the ladies of the 
home for procuring donations was that of 
sending out a lot of paper bags to be -filled. 
In nearly every case these bags were re- 
turned to the institution brim full and run- 
ning over. Among the articles contained 
is these bags was a live chicken, which was 
sent to the home by a good lady, who had 
nothing else to give. The chicken, in spite 
of his efforts to secure his freedom, was 
safely conducted to its destination. 

It is not invidious to say that much of 
the success enjoyed by the home is dtte 
to the untiring energy of Mrs. Nelson, who 
has devoted herself with unremitting zeal 
to the welfare of the institution. In this 
effort her labors have beeQ ably supple- 
mented by the good ladies associated with 
her on the board of managers. 

Seats Are Needed. 

An urgent need of the Home for the 
Friendless at this time is a number of 
seats for the little children in the school- 
room. 

There are thirty-nine pupils in this dca 
partment and only twenty-four seats are 
provided. 

In order to accommodate the “young 
ideas,’” seats have been improvised, but 
these are only temporary. The children 
are subjected to no little inconvenience 
by their arrangement, which is the best 
under the circumStances with the limited 
means of the institution. 

If there is any one who its kindly dis- 
posed in this direction and would like to 
contribute to a charity that is .worth 
of his benefactions, he should visit the 
Home for the Friendless or consult the 
good ladies who are interested in the work.

Rey. J. W. Heidt’s Impressive Discourse 
to the Governor's Horse Guard 


AT GRACE M. £. CHURCH LAST SUNDAY 


The Military Boys Were Present in Uni- 
form Under Command of Captain 
Miller—Appropriate Sermon, 


The annual sermon to the Governor’g 
Horse Guards was delivered at Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal church a week ago Sun- 
day by Dr. J. W. Heidt, the presiding elder 
of the North Atlanta circuit. The sermon 
was a particularly eloquent effort, and was 
listened to with interest by a very large 
audience. 

The Horse Guards were present in uni- 
form, under command of @aptain Miller. 
The sermon was as foilows: 

The following is the fual text of the an- 
Qual sermon preached at Grace chruch on 
the Boulevard to the Governor’s Horse 
Guards by Kev. John W.. Heidt, D. D., 
chaplain, published by the unanimeus re- 
Quest of the Guards. 

We regret that we could not secum the 
special address to the Guards which was 
the conclusion of the discourse. It was 
gnost appropriate and impwessive. 

Dr. Heidt took as his text Rom. 1:20, ‘For 
the invisible things of Him from the crea- 
tion of the world are cleariy seen, being un- 
derstood by the things that are made, eVvsi 
dais eternal power and Godhead.” 

Man is a natural atheist. No powers of 
mind, however majestic; no circumstances 
of life can in themselves show him God. 
Without the religion of the bible, which is 
@ thing to be receivea on its influences 
ground him, he is ever founu in such a 
gtate as that his intellectual powers are 
neither disposed to, nor capable of such an 
inquiry as would iead to a saving knowi- 
edge of God. Human reason cannot demon- 
gtrate Him. God is the only way to Him- 
ecif. 
The wisest philosopher, if @ropped like a 
sunbeam from the hands of his creator upon 
the most genial plains of earth, where broad 
fields in richest verdure sweep before his 
astonished eyes, or bold mountain peaks, 
bholuing hands together like children in — 
happy play—tinks of gublimest beauly— 
wouid never, himself—couild never—tind the 
way to H.m who made the beauteous ogo 
acape. This is evident since neither tradl- 
tion nor scripture, nor inspiration had wists 
engraved upon his mind a single notion of 
his wlaker irom which he m.ght reason OF 
discover.

A belief in the 
existence of God is the chief and funda- 
mental principle of all true religion and de- 
mands the most serious contemplation. 

The discussion of thiscardinal doctrine, 
fn the presence of a congregation profess- 
ine to believe it is prompted by several 
considerations. First. whether. from neg- 
lizgence or disregard for the subject, or en- 
tire dependence upon the pulpit for this 
instruction, -many are unfurnished with 
Buch ready proofs as would satisfy even 
their own minds in the presence of a con- 
flict of opinions. e 

Secondly, every one,'\ even the 
grounded in the faith, must confess to an 
oceasional doubt, which, while it does not 
unsettle him, does disturb him, if only for 
an instant. These working minds of ours 
are ever in a quiver of 
anxious inquiry and our moods are va- 
riable that we sometimes allow our thoughts 
to go trooping through their open fields 
like unbridled horses on the plains. A re- 
statement of great truth steadies the brain, 
cilms the heart and directs the purpose. 
The great reformation led by the undaunted 
Luther was but the fiery reannouncement 
of old doctrine that had lain wide open on 
the page of inspiration during the centu- 
ries of darkness and. corruption. Pure 
minds must needs be stirred up by way of 
remembrance.

Mr. McCully had lived in Florida for ten 
years and was salesman in that territory 
for Armour & Co. until a year ago last sum- 
mer, when he became associated with 
Cudahy €& Co., for which company he 
worked util last February. He left Cuhady 
& Co. thet, but engaged wish them again 
in April and staid until the middle of July. 
From that time until August 12th he was 
considering offers from several firms. He 
was unmarried, well-to-do, and of good dis- 
position. His friends say he would be the 
jast man to commit suicide. He was, how- 
ever, too careful to carry large sums of 
money, and on that account would not be 
murdered and robbed. He was an excellent 
salesman and commanded big - salaries 
wherever he went.

After dinner the party gathered in the 
yard and occupied themselves shooting va- 
rious kinds of tireworks. They Kept this up 
for a considerable time, Colner turnishing 
a big pistol for the use of blank cartridges. 
A great many blank cartridges were fired. 

in a playtul way Henrietta Simmons, the 
sixteen-year-old A@aughter of Jim Simmons, 
twled to take the pistol from Collier’s hand. 
tHe puiied it back and pointing it at her, 
With a laugh, tired. The girl dropped to 
the ground with a sharp cry and blood 
Spurted from a bullet hole in her forehead. 

When the assembled party reached her 
She waS unconscious. Blood flowed’ rapidly 
from the hole in her head and she breathed 
In a rapid manner. Collier was _ terribly 
frightened and surprised at what he had 
done and rushed off after a physician when 
he realized that the girl w really shot. 

Collier found Dr. Thomas and started on 
a run for Simmons’s home, but was met by 
Patrolman Norman, who placed him under 
arrest and notified him that the girl was 
dead.

He was much affected 
over the tragedy and cried as he told of it.
